Three Bulgarian batteries were 
destroyed.” 
A ll through the day the sound of 
the heavy guns, booming distantly,

ceased only with darkness. 
In the afternoon the wind shifted 
and it seemed for a time as though 
the battle had ended, hut again the 
booming was

far from the very gates to the capital.

from the Tchatalja lines was replaced 
by fresh troops who had been held in 
reserve near the city. 
No news of the battle has been re­ 
ceived as yet from Sofia and no in­ 
formation as to the strength of the 
forcer engaged on either side.

Nov. 18.— One of the 
most important moves in recent years 
to prepare the national m ilitia for use 
in time of war is proposed in letters 
addressed by Acting Secretary O liver 
to the governors of all the states and 
territories, inviting their co-operation 
in the w ar college plans for the organ­ 
ization of the m ilitia into twelve tac­ 
tical divisions. 
The letters point out that if the mi­ 
litia is to be used as a field force ef­ 
fectively in wartim e it can best be 
done by this system of divisions and 
to insure the proper working of the 
plan 
all 
of 
the details should 
be 
worked out in time of peace. 
In the outline of the divisions no 
place Is given to separate companies 
of infantry, which, it is said, should 
be absorbed into regiments or other 
larger 
organizations. 
H eld 
armies 
would be formed by the grouping of 
two or more divisions of the m ilitia 
with one of the regular troops.

W e must remember that those who 
voted for Roosevelt were more intense 
ly opposed to T aft than they were to 
Wilson. 
The insurgent or progressive 
wing of the Republican party was bit 
terly hostile to T a ft from the begin 
niug of the campaign. 


It W as a Democratic Year. 
Considering 
the 
conditions 
from 
every point of view it might as well 
be acknowledged that It was a Demo 
erotic year. 
There are many Progres­ 
sives who believe that had Roosevelt 
been nominated at Chicago by the Re­ 
publicans he would have been elected.

The damage 
caused by the slides may be appre­ 
ciated from the fact that nearly 6,- 
000,000 yards of earth excavated was 
so composed, or nearly 36 per cent of 
the total excavation. 
Already the appropriations made by 
congress for the canal have run into 
big figure:;, the total up to June 30 
last being $293,561,468, and since that 
date there have been additional ap­ 
propriations, exclusive of those for 
fortification*, amounting 
to $28,980,- 
OOO, making the grand total $322,541,- 
468.
